Duke Energy: Customers beware of utility scammers 


An increase in scam 
calls being reported 


to the company

Duke Energy is warning 
its Indiana customers to be 
on guard against phone calls 
from utility scammers who 
are demanding that custom- 
ers pay their electric bill im- 
mediately or risk having their 


electric service disconnected 
within the hour, according to 
a press release. 

“We’ve noticed an increase 
in customer reports of scam 
calls recently,’ stated Stan 
Pinegar, Duke Energy Indiana 
president. “These scammers 
are thieves who prey on un- 
suspecting customers with the 
sole purpose of stealing their 
money.” 

The best way to defend 
yourself against these scam- 


mers is to recognize how the 
scam works and understand 
that Duke Energy never asks 
customers for prepaid debit 
cards. 

Typically, the customer re- 
ceives an unsolicited phone 
call — sometimes an automat- 
ed call — from an individual 
who falsely claims to be a 
Duke Energy representative 
demanding immediate pay- 
ment, usually in the form of 
a prepaid debit card. Scam- 


mers have even duplicated the 
Duke Energy upfront Interac- 
tive Voice Response system, 
so when customers call back 
phone numbers provided by 
the scammer, it sounds like 
a legitimate Duke Energy 
phone number. Some of these 
criminals also use caller-ID 
spoofing to replicate a utility’s 
customer service number. 
Red flags for scam activity 
The caller becomes angry 
and tells the customer his or 


her account is past due and 
service will be disconnected if 
a large payment isn’t made — 
usually within the hour. 

The caller instructs the cus- 
tomer to purchase a pre-paid 
debit or credit card — widely 
available at retail stores — then 
call him or her back to sup- 
posedly make a payment to 
Duke Energy.

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Warren ends presidential bid

WASHINGTON — Eliz- 
abeth Warren ended her 
once-promising presidential 
campaign on Thursday after 
failing to finish higher than 
third place in any of the 18 
states that have voted so far. 
While the Massachusetts 
senator said she was proud 
of her bid, she was also can- 
did in expressing disappoint- 
ment that a formerly diverse 
field is essentially now down 
to two men. 

“All those little girls who 
are going to have to wait four 
more years,” Warren told re- 
porters outside her home in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
as her voice cracked. “That’s 
going to be hard.” 

Known for having “a plan 
for that,’ Warren electrified 
progressives for much of the 
past year by releasing reams 
of policy proposals that ad- 
dressed such issues as ma- 
ternal health care, college 
debt, criminal justice reform 
and the new coronavirus. 
She planned to pay for many 
of her ambitious proposals 
with a 2 cent tax on fortunes 
worth more than $50 mil- 
lion, an idea that prompted 
chants of “Two cents! Two 
cents!” at her rallies. 

But that energy — and an 
impressive organization — 
didn’t translate into support 
once voters started making 
their decisions last month. 
She failed to capture any of 
the 14 states that voted on 
Super Tuesday and finished

County were invited to par- 
ticipate, including grades five 
through nine.

The Democratic contest 
now centers on Vermont 
Sen. Bernie Sanders, who is 
trying to rally progressives, 
and former Vice President 
Joe Biden, who is appeal- 
ing to moderates. They are 
both white men in their late 
70s, a fact that is prompt- 
ing soul-searching for some 
Democrats who heralded the 
historic diversity that char- 
acterized the early days of 
the primary. 

“I think we all have to real- 
ly interrogate why being for 
someone other than someone 
who looks like almost every 
other president we’ve had, 
in terms of age and gender, 
why everything else is seen 
as risky,” said Cecile Rich- 
ards, the former president of 
Planned Parenthood. 

While she said she will ral- 
ly behind whoever emerges 
as the Democratic nominee, 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
also lamented the challenges 
facing women in politics. 

“Every time I get intro- 
duced as the most powerful 
woman, I almost cry because 
I wish that were not true,” 
she said Thursday. “I so wish 
that we had a woman presi- 
dent of the United States.” 

Hawaii Rep. Tulsi Gabbard 
is still in the race but faces 
steep odds and has won just 
two delegates in her quest 
for the nomination. 

Although she’s no longer a 
presidential contender, War- 
ren will likely remain a force 
in Democratic politics and 


the event.

could play a prominent role 
in a future administration 
if the party wins the White 
House. Clearly aware of her 
power, Warren didn’t rush 
to endorse either Sanders or 
Biden. 

Warren suggested Thurs- 
day that she would take her 
time before deciding whom 
to back. She didn’t endorse 
Sanders in 2016 — some- 
thing that infuriated some 
of his supporters — and only 
backed Hillary Clinton after 
she effectively won the nom- 
ination. 

Top advisers who spoke on 
the condition of anonymity 
to discuss private conver- 
sations indicated Warren 
wouldn’t wait that long in 
2020. 

Sanders wasted little time 
making an appeal to Warren 
backers, saying in Vermont 
on Thursday, “I would sim- 
ply say to her supporters 
out there, of which there are 
millions: We are opening the 
door to you. We’d love you 
to come on board.” 

But the divisions among 
Democrats run deep. Toni 
Van Pelt, the president of 
the National Organization 
for Women, urged Warren 
against siding with Sanders 
and noted Biden’s involve- 
ment in the passage of the 
Violence Against Women 
Act. 

“She has a lot of leverage 
right now. We do trust her to 
make the right decisions on 
how to proceed. But we’d 
like her not to rush into this,” 
Van Pelt said.

Walnuts considered 
the newest superfood 


DEAR DOCTOR: Every- 
body’s suddenly talking 
about how it’s important to 
eat some walnuts every day. 
Who decided that? Why is 
there always 
a new food

challenge to Doctors 
keep up with 
the latest su- 
perfood that’s 
going to 
change your 
life. Blueber- 
ries, broccoli, 
chia seeds, 
kale, acai berries, pea flour, 
fish oil, oatmeal — and the list 
goes on — have all had their 
day. Health promises include 
fast and easy weight loss, 
lower blood pressure, better 
cholesterol levels, improved 
mood and even disease pre- 
vention. 

This wish for a cure-all 
is as old as time, with a di- 
abetes remedy of okra and 
wheat germ dating back to 
ancient Egypt in 1550 B.C. 
Thousands of years later, we 
still love the notion of a food 
with special properties that 
extend beyond its nutrition- 
al profile. It’s that ongoing 
wish for a magic bullet that 
fills our newscasts and head- 
lines with an ever-changing 
list of miracle foods. 

As you point out in your 
letter, one of the newest 
entries into the superfood 
pantheon is the walnut. 
The reason why is recent 
research that links walnuts 
to certain health benefits. 
A study from scientists at 
Penn State found that people 
who ate several ounces of 
walnuts each day saw an in- 
crease in the populations of 
several types of gut bacteria. 
Among these were gut bac- 
teria associated with blood 
pressure regulation and with 
improved heart health. This 
echoes the findings of pre- 
vious studies, which have 
linked a diet that includes 
walnuts with a reduced risk 
of heart disease. The sub- 
jects in the Penn State study 
also saw an increase in the 
numbers of a gut bacterium 
that may help to protect the 
lining of the gut. This holds 
promise for conditions such 
as leaky gut syndrome and 
inflammatory bowel disease. 

The results of another 
study, conducted by re- 
searchers at Loma Linda 
University Adventist Health 
Sciences Center, was pub- 
lished earlier this year in the 
American Journal of Clini- 
cal Nutrition. Those findings

suggested that eating wal- 
nuts may have a beneficial 
effect on cognitive decline 
in older adults who have 
existing risk factors for the 
condition. Similar effects on 
cognitive function were not 
seen in healthy older adults. 

Both of these are small 
studies. The Penn State 
research included 42 vol- 
unteers. The Loma Linda 
University study looked at 
data from 640 “free-living” 
older adults in California 
and Spain. In addition, the 
authors of the Loma Linda 
University study disclosed 
that it was completed with 
funding from the California 
Walnut Commission. 

We’re not complete skep- 
tics when it comes to super- 
foods. The truth is that many 
are indeed rich in an array

February trial after accusing 
his previous public defender 
of colluding with the state 
to secure his conviction, The

reported. 

According to trial testi- 
mony, Ross attacked a man 
who had a child with Ross’ 
ex-wife while Ross was in- 
carcerated for breaking a beer 
bottle over that man’s head 
in 2012.

Man gets 15 years 
in pursuit crash 


EVANSVILLE (AP) — An 
Indiana man has been sen- 
tenced to 15 years in pris- 
on after admitting that he 


“messed up” in a 2017 police 
chase crash that killed two 
children and a man, and se- 
riously injured the children’s 
pregnant mother. 

Frederick McFarland, 29, 
was sentenced Wednesday 
after pleading guilty in No- 
vember to four counts of 
resisting law enforcement. 
Three of those charges 
stemmed from the deaths of 
a 7-month-old boy, Prince 
Carter; his sister, Princess 
Carter, 2; and Terence Bark- 
er, 26. 

The fourth charge arose 
from the serious injuries suf- 
fered by Janae Carter, who 
was the sole survivor of the 
November 2017 crash in 
Evansville, about 170 miles 
southwest of Indianapolis. 

Police officers tried to stop 
McFarland because they be- 
lieved he was driving a car 
with a false plate, but he 
fled and led them on a pur- 
suit that ended when his car 
slammed into a car driven by 
Janae Carter. 


Sara Johnson, the grand- 
mother of the two children 
who died in the crash, told the 
court that she and her family 
are still mourning their loss. 

“We miss them every day, 
and we think about them ev- 
ery day,” she said. 

Johnson said her daughter, 
Janae Carter, was pregnant at 
the time of the crash and gave 
birth to a girl several months 
later. Terence Barker, who 
died from his crash injuries 
about a month after the crash, 
was that child’s father. 

Carter has also sued the 
city of Evansville, alleging 
that her injuries and her chil- 
dren’s deaths were wrongful 
and resulted from the negli- 
gence of Evansville Police 
Department officers. 

Before he was sentenced 
Wednesday, McFarland apol- 
ogized to the victims’ family 
and asked for forgiveness, the 
Evansville Courier & Press 
reported. 

“I know I messed up,” he 
said.

our years ago, the Democrats 

thought they had the magic 
ticket to the White House. They 
would preemptively rally behind 
Hillary Clinton, while the Repub- 
licans ripped each other apart in 
debates. 

It didn’t work. One of Clin- 
ton’s supposedly token primary 
opponents, Sen. Bernie Sanders, 
I-Vt., handed her a string of em- 
barrassing losses that exposed her 
weaknesses, particularly among 
working-class voters. She lost 
that November to Donald Trump. 

This year is different. Demo- 
crats have been the ones mired in 
ugly, multicandidate debates. And 
their party establishment, until the 
very last minute, did pretty much 
everything but rally behind the 
most obvious candidate, former 
Vice President Joe Biden. 

Super Tuesday reshuffled the 
deck — again. 

It’s hard to remember a primary 
night that so dramatically altered 
the accepted narrative. Yes, Biden 
is still a lackluster debater and 
poor fundraiser. He can still be 
counted on for cringe-worthy 
gaffes. He is still old (77). He 
still faces stiff competition for 
delegates from Sanders. But 
Tuesday showed Biden to be a 
better candidate than Clinton 
was four years ago, and a better 
candidate than either the party 
establishment or pundits gave 


him credit for. 

Former Vice President Joe 
Biden and his wife, Jill, cele- 
brate on March 3, 2020, in Los 
Angeles. 

Written off for dead after 
weak showings in the first three 
nominating contests, the Biden 
campaign surged back with a 
decisive victory in South Carolina 
that gave him the opening he 
needed among Democrats who 
see a Sanders nomination as a 
ticket to defeat. 

Much of Biden’s success, win- 
ning 11 of the 14 states on Tues- 
day and prompting former New 
York Mayor Mike Bloomberg 
to drop out, was the result of 
last-minute endorsements and 
voters settling on him after cy- 
cling through all other options. 

But in the results, there is 
more. Biden, for instance, nearly 
doubled Clinton’s performance in 
Sanders’ home state of Vermont. 
These weren’t people desperate 
for an alternative to Sanders; 
many of them had voted for him 
multiple times. There were peo- 
ple who know and like Joe Biden. 

Minnesota, a critical swing state 
this November, also spoke vol- 
umes. While Biden clearly bene- 
fited from Sen. Amy Klobuchar’s 
exit and decision to endorse him, 
transferring one’s support through 
endorsement is easier said than 
done. With Biden, it went down 


seamlessly. 

Finally, there was Virginia. 
Biden’s win there was over- 
whelming, comprehensive and 
multifaceted. Sanders won a tiny 
county that’s home to a charming 
arts community and a nearby 
music festival for Grateful Dead 
fans. Biden won everywhere else. 

If you want to know why Trump 
abused his office in an effort to 
smear Biden, Super Tuesday is 
your answer. 

Trump knows that Biden, 
despite his flaws, would be a 
formidable general election foe. 
He has visceral connections to 
working-class voters, something 
that few Democrats can say. He 
looks competitive in the industrial 
Midwestern states that went Re- 
publican in 2016. He seemingly 
pulls votes out of nowhere, from 
people who don’t keep up with 
every political twist and turn. 

Most important, Biden is the 
one thing that Trump is most 
conspicuously not: a man of good 
character. That is no trivial matter 
for voters looking to restore a 
sense of decency to the White 
House. 

For Democrats desperate for 
someone with a fighting chance 
to beat Trump, they may have 
found their guy, hiding in plain 
sight.

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The Supreme Court’s fine Janus 
decision merits an encore 


he State Bar Association of 

North Dakota, which has 
neglected some recent develop- 
ments in constitutional law, will 
have its memory refreshed if the 
U.S. Supreme Court decides, as 
—____ it soon might, to 
hear a case that 
is germane to the 
Janus decision 
the court rendered 
less than two 
years ago. The 
matters at issue — 
the First Amend- 
ment guarantees 
of freedom of 
speech and associ- 
ation — are momentous. 

Because he wants to practice 
law in his home state, Arnold 
Fleck, like attorneys in at least 
29 other states and their own bar 
associations, must be a member 
of SBAND to which he must pay 
dues. So imagine Fleck’s annoy- 
ance when in 2014 the SBAND 
spent $50,000 — necessarily 
including a portion of his dues; 
money is fungible — advocating 
against passage of a ballot mea- 
sure (concerning child custody) 
he had supported with a $1,000 
contribution. SBAND’s executive 
director devoted some of his paid 
time to opposing the measure, 
and opponents were allowed to 
use SBAND’s email system. That 
year, however, the U.S. Supreme 
Court said something pertinent. 

In 1977, the court held that 
public employees who choose not 
to be members of unions were 
nevertheless required to pay “fair 
share” or “agency” fees to the 
labor unions to which govern- 
ment had given exclusive power 
to represent the employees. The 
fees could be significantly more 
than half of — sometimes 100 per- 
cent of — the dues paid by willing 
members of the unions. 

In the 1977 decision, howev- 
er, the court sowed the seed of 
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this decision’s undoing. It said: 
“There can be no quarrel with 
the truism that because public 
employees unions attempt to 
influence governmental policy- 
making, their activities ... may be 
properly termed political.” Justice 
Lewis Powell, concurring, said, 
“the ultimate objective of a union 
in the public sector, like that of 

a political party, is to influence 
public decision-making.” 

No justice was indelicate 
enough to express another truism: 
Public employees unions are 
conduits of cash for the Dem- 
ocratic Party, becoming more 
important while private sector 
union membership, as a percent- 
age of the private sector work- 
force, plummeted from the peak 
of about 35 percent in 1953 to 6.2 
percent today. 

The 1977 decision making com- 
pulsory political contributions 
constitutional rested on the patent 
fiction that the fees would finance 
only the costs of collective bar- 
gaining, from which the unions’ 
fee-paying nonmembers benefit- 
ed. In 2012, however, the court 
acknowledged the indisputable: 
Compulsory fees are “compelled 
speech and association.” In 2014, 
the year of Fleck’s annoyance, 
the court said it is a “bedrock 
principle that, except perhaps in 
the rarest of circumstances, no 
person in this country may be 
compelled to subsidize speech 
by a third party that he or she 
does not wish to support.” 

In the 2018 Janus case, the 
court held that “fair share” 
or “agency” fees are uncon- 
stitutional compelled speech. 
And — herewith a second court 
conclusion that Fleck is wielding 
against the SBAND - such fees 
cannot be automatically deduct- 
ed from union nonmembers’ 
paychecks, on the presumption 
that the payees do not object to 
the political advocacy conduct- 


ed in their name and with their 
money. So, unions must persuade 
nonmembers to affirmatively 
consent to the fees. 

If the court grants certiorari in 
Fleck’s case, it will decide wheth- 
er, as a condition of employment, 
attorneys can be compelled to 
join a politically active trade 
association, and whether that as- 
sociation can presume members’ 
acquiescence in the association’s 
spending on political activities 
that are not germane to the 
association’s core function, which 
is to be neutral guardians of the 
legal profession’s proprieties. 

Janus forbids public sector 
unions, which like state bar 
associations elsewhere are 
associations given power by 
government action, from either 
presuming consent or placing 
on those who do not consent the 
burden of proactively demanding 
refunds of their money spent 
by the associations on political 
advocacy. Furthermore, the court 
acknowledged 30 years ago that 
mandatory bar associations are 
analogous to unions regarding 
First Amendment (speech and 
association) concerns. 

Florence Nightingale said that 
a hospital’s first duty is to not 
harm the sick. With Fleck’s case, 
the Supreme Court can affirm an 
analogous axiom: Whatever else 
bar associations might do, they 
should not unconstitutionally 
abridge freedom of speech by 
disregarding another freedom that 
is entailed by it — freedom from 
compulsory speech. Furthermore, 
the court should find that freedom 
of speech does not neglect a cor- 
ollary freedom — freedom from 
compulsory association with a 
politically engaged organization. 

The Janus decision has given 
the court additional work to do. 
No good deed goes unpunished.

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Einstein and 
college loans

Cre students currently graduate with 
an average student loan debt of $30,000. 
At a 4 percent interest rate, monthly pay- 
ments of $304 ($3,648 per year) retire the 
debt in 10 years. In all the current brouhaha 
about the college loan crisis, an important 
cost to borrowers is unmentioned. To wit, 
the burden of loan repayment following 
graduation no doubt delays graduates begin- 
ning personal retirement programs. 

Financial counselors have long stressed 
that the “miracle of compounding” becomes 
increasingly powerful the longer any funds 
are held. Save early is the counselors’ motto. 
Not for new college graduates faced with 
loan repayment. For example, what if the 
holder of the $30,000 student loan, who pays 
it off in 10 years, delays implementing a per- 
sonal retirement program for 10 years? Does 
it make a difference? Yes, a big difference. 
How much? 

There are numerous ways to configure ex- 
amples of the consequences of this delay. To 
keep things simple, consider two scenarios. 
First, ask what the average college graduate 
paying $3,648 per year on his or her loan 
could expect to accumulate by retirement 
had that same amount been annually invest- 
ed and held in the stock market (say, in an 
S&P 500 index fund). Second, suppose one 
adopts the same investment program delayed 
by 10 years on account of loan repayment. 

To this end, it turns out that the average 
annual return in the stock market since 1928, 
as measured by the S&P 500 index, is about 
10 percent. Making the calculations by hand 
is tedious. For example, the first year’s pay- 
ment will grow to $3,648 x (1.1)10 by the 
end of 10 years. Likewise, the second year’s 
payment grows to $3,648 x (1.1)9 by the end 
of nine years, and so on. (Various websites 
can assist.) 

In either scenario, the graduates end up 
with $63,948 at the end of 10 years of 
investing $3,648 per year. However, the loan 
re-payer realizes this $63,498 10 years later 
than the non-re-payer. Were the non-re-pay- 
er to allow his/her $63,948 to accumulate 
for another 10 years so that the two were 
at the same time, the non-re-payer’s S&P 
account would be worth $165, 864 — more 
than $100,000 greater than the re-payer’s 
account. 

Alternatively, suppose at the end of 10 
years of investing, both individuals let their 
S&P accounts accumulate until they reached 
the retirement age of 65. Assume both grad- 
uate at age 22. 

The non-re-payer’s account would ac- 
cumulate another 33 years, the re-payer’s 
account 23 years. When both reach age 
65, the non-re-payer’s account would be 
worth $1,485,202; the re-payer’s account 
$572,609. Yes, the difference is almost 
$1,000,000. Saving earlier rather than later 
matters. No wonder Albert Einstein labeled 
compound interest the “eighth wonder of the 
world.” 

What makes this story even more unfortu- 
nate in my view is that the increase in col- 
lege costs tracks the increase in government 
support for education. 

It is these extra dollars that fund the widely 
observed growth in college and university 
administrators (associate provosts, assistant 
provosts, associate deans, assistant deans 
and so on). Students end up with an adminis- 
trative-laden education at the expense of less 
lucrative financial futures — a poor tradeoff 
in my book.

sincerest form of flattery. There 
are some days when I think this is 
true.

She had been plead- 
ing with me to play with her, but 
I couldn’t do it. I had deadlines to 
meet. I saw this sparkle in her eye as 
she dashed away into the other room 
and came back with her Fisher-Price 
laptop. She climbed up next to me 
on the couch and announced that she 
was going to work on her laptop too. 
Her work sounded a lot more fun 
than mine, with all kinds of sounds 
and songs coming from her laptop as 
she typed away. But at that moment, 
I was flattered that my daughter 
wanted to be just like me. 

There are other moments when I’m 
not so flattered by the imitations. 
Fast forward a few years to when my 
youngest daughter was 4. We were 
driving to the store and caught a red 
light. As I slowed down and stopped 
behind this pickup truck in front of 
me, this tiny voice from the back- 
seat belted out at that pickup with 
passion, “Drive already!” At that 
moment I caught another glimpse 
of myself in my mini-me from the 
backseat and realized that maybe I 
had a small problem of being a vocal 


driver. 

Children are always looking at 
parents. Whether we like it or not, 
they are always learning from us, 
repeating us, imitating us. Some- 
times it’s intentional, sometimes it’s 
unintentional. It’s just what kids do. 
They imitate their parents. And this 
is the point the Apostle Paul makes 
when he tells us in Ephesians 5:1-2: 
“Be imitators of God, therefore, as 
dearly loved children, and live a life 
of love, just as Christ loved us and 
gave himself up for us as a fragrant 
offering and sacrifice to God.” 

When it comes to following God, 
“be like a kid looking up to their 
parent,” Paul tells us. Look to Him 
and do what He does. He goes on to 
show us how. “Live as children of 
light (for the fruit of the light con- 
sists in all goodness, righteousness, 
and truth) ...” (Eph. 5:8-9) 

The Bible teaches us that God 
is light (1 John 1:5). When it says 
that, it’s talking about His holy and 
righteous character and this truth: 
He is always driven to do what is 
good, right, and true. These are good 
benchmarks to help us know that 
we’re imitating God well as we look 
to Him and do what He does! Move 
after what is good, right, and true. 

So, when we read about Jesus and 
how He went around doing good, we 
see how He moved in love to heal 
and set people free from unhealthy 
strongholds in their lives.

And when we read about Jesus and 
how He always did what was right 
— how He pursued justice, how He 
helped weak people, how He stopped 
abusive situations, “Do that!” Paul 
would tell us. Embrace what God 
defines as right. Move as He moves. 

When we hear Jesus tell us that He 
is the truth and watch Him always 
live and move in truth, we see how 
He longs for us to move, and we hear 
Paul’s voice in our heads, “Do what 
He’s doing!” Don’t waste your time 
pretending to be something you’re 
not to hide from others or to impress 
others. 

Instead, realize that you have value 
and that you are loved by God. And 
step out of the shadows, drop the 
mask and live this real, authentic life 
with Him. 

Imitation is the best form of flattery. 
It’s how we tell someone without 
words how important they are to us 
as we try to be just like them. How 
well are you imitating your Heavenly 
Father? Let me encourage you again 
today to look to Jesus and do what 
He does.

Bethlehem’s storied Nativity Church closes

Bank (AP) — Palestinian 
officials on Thursday closed 
the storied Church of the Na- 
tivity in the biblical city of 
Bethlehem indefinitely over 
fears of the new coronavi- 
rus, weeks ahead of the busy 
Easter holiday season. 

The announcement by the 
Palestinian tourism ministry 
threatened to devastate the 
vital tourism industry in the 
town where Jesus is believed 
to have been born. The 
spread of the virus across 
the Middle East has already 
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major holy sites. 

Iran, the epicenter of the 
virus in the region, mean- 
while said it would set up 
checkpoints to limit travel 
between major cities and 
urged citizens to reduce their 
use of paper money to help 
slow the outbreak, which has 
killed at least 107 people in 
the country. 

Iran’s state-run media also 
announced that Moham- 
mad Sadr, a member of the 
Expediency Council who is 
also a senior adviser to the 
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infected. Another member 
of the council, which advis- 
es the supreme leader, died 
earlier this week after falling 
ill with the new virus, which 
has sickened a number of 
Iranian officials. 

The Church of the Nativity 
was closed after suspicions 
that four Palestinians had 
caught the virus, prompting 
a flurry of measures that in- 
cluded banning all tourists 
from the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank for an unspec- 
ified amount of time and 
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of worship in Bethlehem for 
two weeks. 

The Palestinian health min- 
istry later said a total of seven 
Palestinians from Bethlehem 
have tested positive for the 
virus, the first cases reported 
in the Palestinian territories. 

It said the seven worked 
at a hotel where a group of 
Greek tourists stayed during 
a tour of Israel and the Pal- 
estinian territories in late 
February. The tourists tested 
positive for the virus after re- 
turning to Greece.

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Coach Kelly pleased as Irish begin journey toward 2020 playoff berth

SOUTH BEND — Brian 
Kelly already knows the out- 
come of Notre Dame’s next 
football game. It’s the rest of 
the schedule that matters as 
the Fighting Irish try to end 
a national championship 
drought that dates to 1988. 

“In spring practice we’re 
not out to win — we’ve 
already won the spring 
game,” Kelly said Wednes- 
day following the first of 
14 practices ahead of the 
annual Blue-Gold Game on 
April 18. 

Kelly watched his 11th No- 
tre Dame team go through a 
pad-less, 24-hour morning 
workout inside, told his staff 
and players he liked what 


he saw, and then dismissed 
them for 12 days because of 
spring break. 

“We practiced the right 
way today,” Kelly said. “The 
pace, the competitiveness 

. it doesn’t get much bet- 
ter than that for a first-day 
practice. There was a high 
level of execution and there 
was really good tempo to the 
practice. Got a lot of work 
done technically and tacti- 
cally. We took a good step 
forward in the construction 
of this team.” 

Workouts resume March 
17 for the Irish, who open 
their 2020 season Aug. 29 
in Dublin, Ireland, against 
Navy. 

Kelly’s Fighting Irish fin- 
ished the 2019 campaign 
11-2 and ranked No. 12. It 


continued a three-year resur- 
gence for Kelly’s program 
following a 4-8 disaster in 
2016. Since then, Notre 
Dame is 33-6, including a 
12-0 regular season in 2018 
that earned the Irish a Col- 
lege Football Playoff berth. 
The push for another na- 
tional title actually began 
shortly after Notre Dame’s 
regular season-ending vic- 
tory at Stanford when Kelly 
dismissed offensive coordi- 
nator Chip Long. He even- 
tually promoted 27-year-old 
quarterbacks coach Tommy 
Rees, who played the posi- 
tion for Kelly from 2010-13, 
to coordinator and play-call- 
er. He also promoted running 
backs coach Lance Taylor to 
run game coordinator. 
Following a bowl victory, 


Kelly hired veteran assistant 
John McNulty as tight ends 
coach and Mike Mickens, an 
All-American under Kelly at 
Cincinnati, to tutor the cor- 
nerbacks. He told both what 
he expected from them. 

“(Be) demanding but not 
demeaning,” Kelly said, 
“clearly understanding that 
our guys have high expec- 
tations and they you are to 
meet those with your prepa- 
ration, your teaching and 
your ability to motivate our 
players to the levels neces- 
sary to be at the champion- 
ship level.

“RCS Sport will request 
the UCI, via the Italian Cy- 
cling Federation, to allocate 
a new date on the interna- 
tional cycling calendar,” the 
statement added. 

In recent days, teams had 
begun withdrawing from 
the Strade Bianche and 
other races this month in 
Italy and France because 
of the COVID-19 infection 
which has affected more 
than 3,000 people and killed 
more than 100.

A: Studies in 
anthropology, 
psychology, 
and sociolo- 
gy to discover 
the laws of

havior are an 
important part of education- 
al research. Too often, how- 
ever, researchers ignore the 
fact of human sin and see a 
human being as proceeding 
from a combination of genes 
and chromosomes, and then 
shaped by his environment. 

Years ago at a meeting of 
the American Anthropologi- 
cal Association a new disci- 
pline was introduced called 
“sociobiology.’ Described 
as “the study of the biologi- 
cal basis for social behavior 
in every species; its practi- 


tioners believe that some — 
and perhaps much — of hu- 
man behavior is genetically 
determined,” implying that 
“a good deal more of man- 
kind’s morality may be ge- 
netically based.” 

But they fail[ed] to give a 
proper place to the inborn 
twist toward selfishness, vi- 
ciousness, and indifference 
to God, making many of 
their conclusions only pseu- 
doscientific. If we are shaped 
by our genes, and molded by 
our environment, then all we 
need to do is develop a way to 
alter genetic bases in humans 
or cure man’s environment in 


terms of bad housing, slums, 
poverty, unemployment, and 
racial discrimination. 

Ultimately, however, so- 
ciety is not going to be 
changed with coercion and 
force because when changed 
that way, man usually loses 
his freedom. 

The change in mankind 
isn’t brought about by alter- 
ing genes but rather trans- 
forming the heart. It can only 
be changed by a transfor- 
mation of the human heart 
through Christ. God has said, 
“I will give you a new heart 
and put a new spirit within 
you” (Ezekiel 36:26).

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With hand sanitizer nearby, Dubai Comic Con laughs at virus

DUBAI, United Arab Emir- 
ates — As papier-maché 
hand grenades and plastic as- 
sault rifles barely caught the 
attention of security guards, 
a health official in Dubai 
wordlessly watched over an 
infrared camera filming all 
who passed by — including 
a few scythe-wielding Grim 
Reapers. 

Welcome to Comic Con in 
the times of the new corona- 
virus. 

The Middle East Film & 
Comic Con began Thurs- 
day night in Dubai, a city of 
skyscrapers and nightclubs 
suddenly subdued by the out- 
break of the new virus across 
the region. The wider United 
Arab Emirates has at least 28 
confirmed cases of the virus, 
a small number compared to 


the 3,750 cases region wide, 
but the concern here is grow- 


ing. 
Nationwide, schools and 
universities will be shut 


down for four weeks begin- 
ning Sunday. The few fre- 
quent fliers trickling out of 
Dubai International Airport, 
the world’s busiest for inter- 
national travel and the home 
of long-haul carrier Emirates, 
say it is emptier than they’ve 
ever seen it. Meanwhile, a 
host of big events including 
Dubai’s annual boat show 
and art exhibition have been 
put on hold. 

But not Comic Con. As ac- 
tor John Rhys-Davies — you 
know him as the Egyptian 
character Sallah from the 
“Indiana Jones” franchise — 
exhorted a crowd to become 
filmmakers themselves, the 
halls at the Dubai World 
Trade Center slowly filled. 


For the uninitiated, anyone 
can come to a Comic Con in 
your street clothes. But many 
choose to cosplay, or “cos- 
tume play,’ as a favorite char- 
acter from a film, television 
show, video game or comic 
book. 

An initial surprise came 
from an Emirati in the tradi- 
tional kandora robes, ghuttra 
headscarf and lifelike mask 
of Nemesis from the “Resi- 
dent Evil” video game series. 
He played a guitar for happy 
Instagramers. Hand sanitiz- 
er stations stood at the ready 
nearby. 

For the Nintendo-famed 
plumbers Mario and Luigi 
— rather 24-year-old Bibi Zu- 
mot of Jordan and 21-year-old 
Mohamed Rashed of Egypt 
— they acknowledged that the 
coronavirus did come up in 
their minds as they attended. 
And if it hadn’t, “my mom, 


my friends’ mom, everyone’s 
mom” had reminded them be- 
forehand, Rashed said. 

Luckily, the two plumbers 
wear large gloves. Rashed 
substituted in two sets of la- 
tex gloves, which he snapped 
to show journalists. 

“The gloves still work with 
the Luigi thing,” said Rashed, 
who went as a voodoo doll to 
his first Comic Con. 

Both Rashed and Zumot 
praised the organizers for 
having thermal scanners, 
hand sanitizer and medical 
staff on hand for the event. 
However, Zumot offered a bit 
more of a fatalistic view. 

“If corona gets me, it’s go- 
ing to get me!” he bellowed 
in his red overalls. 

Others took a bit more of 
a cautious view, wearing 
off-character surgical masks 
or in-character protection 
like bandit masks covering 


WHO urges globe to ‘pull out 
the stops’ against virus’ march

BANGKOK — The glob- 
al march of the new virus 
triggered a vigorous appeal 
Thursday from the World 
Health Organization for gov- 
ernments to pull out “all the 
stops” to slow the epidem- 
ic, as it drained color from 
India’s spring festivities, 
closed Bethlehem’s Nativity 
Church and blocked Italians 
from visiting elderly rela- 
tives in nursing homes. 

As China, after many ar- 
duous weeks, appeared to 
be winning its epic, costly 
battle against the new virus, 
the fight was revving up in 
newly affected areas of the 
globe, unleashing disrup- 
tions that profoundly im- 
pacted billions of people. 

The U.N. health agency 
urged all countries to “push 
this virus back,’ a call to 
action reinforced by figures 
showing there are now about 
17 times as many new infec- 
tions outside China as in it. 
To date, the virus has infect- 
ed nearly 97,000 people and 
killed over 3,300. 

“This is not a drill. This is 
not the time for giving up. 
This is not a time of for ex- 
cuses. This is a time for pull- 
ing out all the stops,’ WHO 
Director-General Tedros 
Adhanom Ghebreyesus said 
at a daily briefing in Geneva. 
“Countries have been plan- 
ning for scenarios like this 
for decades. Now is the time 
to act on those plans.” 

As Chinese manufactur- 
ers gradually reopened their 
factories, anti-virus barriers 
went up elsewhere. 

In Italy, the epicenter of 
Europe’s outbreak, work- 
ers in latex gloves pinned 
“closed” notices on school 
gates, enforcing a 10-day 
shutdown of the education 
system. Italy’s sports-mad 
fans are also barred from 
stadiums until April 3. 

A government decree that 
took effect Thursday urged 
the country’s famously de- 
monstrative citizens to stay 
at least 3 feet apart from each 


other, placed restrictions on 
visiting nursing homes and 
urged the elderly not to go 
outside unless absolutely 
necessary. 

That directive appeared to 
be widely ignored, as school 
closures nationwide left 
many Italian children in the 
care of their grandparents. 
Parks in Rome overflowed 
with both young and old, 
undercutting government ef- 
forts to shield older Italians 
from the virus that hits the 
elderly harder than others. 
Italy has the world’s old- 
est population after Japan. 
Italy’s death toll climbed 
Thursday to 148, and its con- 
firmed cases to 3,858. 

Lorenzo Romano, making 
lunch for his grandchildren, 
saw a positive side. 

“Altogether, it makes me 
happy, because then I have 
them around me more,” he 
said. 

Iran, which has registered 
107 virus deaths, has also 
closed schools and univer- 
sities. Now it has introduced 
checkpoints to limit travel be- 
tween major cities. Iranians 
were urged to reduce their 
use of paper money. 

Amid the string of bad 
news, Iranian President Has- 
san Rouhani urged state tele- 
vision to offer “happier” pro- 
grams to entertain those stuck 
at home. 

“T urge all artists, scientists, 
psychologists and all who 
can bring smiles to people’s 
faces, come into the social 
media,” he said. 

Brian Hook, the U..S. spe- 
cial representative for Iran, 
said the United States offered 
humanitarian assistance to 
help Iran deal with its out- 
break but “the regime reject- 
ed the offer.’ He said the offer 
would stand. 

Virus fears also affected the 
joyful Indian celebration of 
Holi, in which Hindu revelers 
celebrate the arrival of spring 
with bursts of color, includ- 
ing bright powders smeared 
on faces. Prime Minister Na- 
rendra Modi and other lead- 
ers said they wouldn’t attend 
Holi events and the Holi Moo 
Festival in New Delhi was 


canceled. 

In the United States, where 
11 have died from the virus, 
hundreds of people were 
placed in self-quarantines due 
to cases in a New York sub- 
urb. A school district north of 
Seattle with 22,000 students 
announced it will close for 
up to two weeks because of 
coronavirus concerns. 

Financial markets remained 
volatile, as investors contin- 
ue to weigh the size of the 
epidemic’s dent on the glob- 
al economy. The U.S. stock 
market was down in early 
trading Thursday. Analysts 
say more yo-yo moves on 
global markets are likely as 
long as the number of new 
infections continues to accel- 
erate. 

The OPEC oil cartel called 
for a deep production cut 
to keep crude prices from 
falling further as disruption 
to global business from the 
coronavirus slashes demand 
from air travel and industry. 

Oil ministers from the 14 
OPEC countries decided at a 
meeting Thursday to push for 
a cut of 1.5 million barrels a 
day, or about 1.5 percent of 
total world supply. 

Across the globe, travelers 
faced ever-greater disrup- 
tions, as countries sought to 
keep the virus out. But South 
Africa confirmed its first 
case Thursday, becoming 
the seventh African nation to 
report infections. Britain and 
Switzerland reported their 
first coronavirus deaths. 

“The virus doesn’t care 
about race and belief or 
color. It is attacking us all, 
equally,” said Ian MacKay, 
who studies viruses at the 
University of Queensland in 
Australia. 

The outlook for the travel 
industry was increasingly 
grim. The International Air 
Transport Association said 
the outbreak could cost air- 
lines as much as $113 billion 
in lost revenue. The strug- 
gling British airline Flybe 
collapsed Thursday amid 
sinking demand. 

Australia banned travelers 
from South Korea who ar- 
en’t Australian citizens or 


permanent residents, follow- 
ing similar bans for China 
and Iran. 

Indonesia announced re- 
strictions on travelers from 
parts of Iran, Italy and South 
Korea after previously ban- 
ning those coming in from 
China. The United Arab 
Emirates warned its peo- 
ple not to travel anywhere 
abroad. 

Germany’s Lufthansa and 
its subsidiaries Austrian Air- 
lines and Swiss said they 
will cancel all flights to and 
from Israel for three weeks 
starting Sunday after Israeli 
authorities announced tough 
restrictions on travelers from 
several countries because of 
the new virus. 

Palestinian officials closed 
the storied Church of the 
Nativity in the biblical city 
of Bethlehem indefinitely, 
weeks ahead of the busy 
Easter holiday. 

Japan said visitors from 
China and South Korea 
would face a two-week quar- 
antine at a government facil- 
ity and be barred from public 
transit. Sri Lankans arriving 
from Italy, South Korea and 
Iran will be quarantined at a 
hospital once used for lepro- 
sy patients. 

In South Korea, with the 
highest number of infec- 
tions outside China, exports 
of masks will be prohibited 
beginning Friday and people 
will be limited to buying two 
masks a week. 

North Korean leader Kim 
Jong Un sent a letter to South 
Korean President Moon Jae- 
in to express condolences 
over the health crisis. 

In China, where hospitals 
were releasing hundreds 
of recovered patients, offi- 
cials reported 139 new cas- 
es of infection and 31 more 
deaths. Overall, China has 
reported 80,409 cases and 
3,012 deaths, and authorities 
say about 6,000 people re- 
mained hospitalized in seri- 
ous condition. 

A state visit to Japan by 
Chinese President Xi Jin- 
ping was postponed. It was 
to have been the first for a 
Chinese leader since 2008.

ANKARA, Turkey 
Turkey is sending elite spe- 
cial operations police to the 
border to stop Greek offi- 
cers from driving back peo- 
ple who try to cross over to 
Europe, Turkish authorities 
said Thursday. 

Thousands of refugees 
and other asylum-seekers 
have tried to enter Greece 
from the land and sea in the 
week since Turkey declared 
its previously guarded gate- 
ways to Europe open. 

Greek police fired tear 
gas, stun grenades and wa- 
ter cannons to repel people 
trying to breach the land 
border from Turkey’s side. 
Turkish authorities allege 
that Greece’s officers also 
fired live ammunition and 
killed a migrant, an asser- 
tion Greece denied. 

Turkish Interior Minister 
Suleyman Soylu said An- 
kara intends to bring a case 
before the European Court 
of Human Rights on behalf 
of the dead migrant. 

The Greek government 
has said no such fatal shoot- 
ing occurred. Greek au- 
thorities also have claimed 
Turkish police fired tear gas 
to disperse Greece’s border 
guards. 

During a visit to the bor- 
der area Thursday, Soylu 
said 1,000 officers from the 
tactical units of the Police 
Special Operation Depart- 
ment would be deployed to 
the Turkey-Greece border 
to counter the Greek offi- 
cers working to repel mi- 
grants and refugees. 

“As of this morning ... we 
are bringing 1,000 fully 
equipped special forces po- 
lice (along) the Meric river 
system to prevent the push- 
backs,” Soylu said. “With 
the help of Zodiac boats, 
they will (stop) those who 
mistreat people.” 

Soylu asserted that Greece 
violated international con- 
ventions by using force to 
stop about 4,900 migrants 
from getting across the 
border. He also accused 


and touched all over by every 
person wanting a photograph.

An estimated 4,000-5,000 
people near the Pazarkule 
border crossing, opposite 
the Greek village of Kasta- 
nies, were being prevented 
from crossing, Soylu said. 

“It is a border gate. They 
are obliged to take them in. 
They are obliged to take in 
asylum-seekers,” the minis- 
ter said. 

But he added the migrants 
were not obliged to use the 
official border crossing and 
could cross anywhere along 
the roughly 125-mile -long 
border. Much of the border 
is demarcated by a river, 
and many have tried wad- 
ing, rowing or swimming 
across it. 

“I want to say that there is 
no rule that says they have 
to cross from Pazarkule,” 
Soylu said. 

The minister asserted 
more than 130,000 people 
had crossed into Greece 
since Feb. 27, when Turkey 
made good on a threat to 
open its borders. He said 
around 20-25 percent of 
those who reached Greece 
were Syrians. 

There was no evidence 
to support the number. 
Although hundreds of 
people have managed to 
cross, most appear to have 
been caught by Greek au- 
thorities. Many have said 
they have been summarily 
pushed back into Turkey 
after being detained. 

Greek authorities said 
that from Saturday morn- 
ing until Thursday eve- 
ning, they had thwarted 
36,649 attempts to enter 
Greece and made 252 ar- 
rests. The situation on the 
border Thursday was far 
quieter than in previous 
days. 

Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan’s deci- 
sion to open its gateways 
to Europe has raised con- 
cerns within the European 
Union, which was holding 
a foreign ministers’ meet- 
ing in Zagreb, Croatia. 


Russia, Turkey announce cease-fire in northwestern Syria

MOSCOW — The presi- 
dents of Russia and Turkey 
said they reached agreements 
on a cease-fire to take effect at 
midnight Thursday in north- 
western Syria, where esca- 
lating fighting had threatened 
to put forces from the two 
countries into a direct military 
conflict. 

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin and Turkish President 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan also 
said the deal also envisions 
setting up a security corridor 
along a strategic highway in 
Idlib province. 

Putin voiced hope the deal 
will serve as a “good basis for 
ending the fighting in the Idlib 
de-escalation zone, put an end 
to suffering of civilian popu- 
lation and contain a growing 
humanitarian crisis.” 

Erdogan said he and Putin 
agreed to help refugees return 
to their homes. More than 


900,000 people have been 
displaced by the fighting since 
the forces of Syrian President 
Bashar Assad launched an of- 
fensive in December. 

Both leaders had underlined 
the need to reach agreement at 
the start of the Kremlin talks, 
which lasted more than six 
hours. One goal had been to 
prevent damage to their bilat- 
eral relations and blossoming 
Russia-Turkey trade. 

The Russian and Turkish for- 
eign ministers said the agree- 
ment involves a cease-fire that 
must be enforced starting at 
midnight along existing battle 
lines. The deal also envisages 
setting up a 7-mile -wide se- 
curity corridor along the M4 
highway. The corridor will be 
jointly patrolled by Russian 
and Turkish troops, starting 
March 15. 

Until the latest crisis, Putin 
and Erdogan had managed to 
coordinate their interests in 
Syria even though Moscow 
backed Assad while Ankara 
supported the government’s 


foes throughout Syria’s nine- 
year war. Both Russia and 
Turkey were eager to avoid 
a showdown but the sharply 
conflicting interests in Idlib 
province made it difficult to 
negotiate a mutually accept- 
able compromise. 

A Russia-backed Syrian of- 
fensive to regain control over 
Idlib — the last opposition-con- 
trolled region in the country 
— has resulted in Turkey send- 
ing thousands of troops into 
Idlib to repel the Syrian army. 
Clashes on the ground and in 
the air have left dozens dead 
on both sides. Russia, which 
has helped Assad reclaim 
most of the country’s territo- 
ry, has signaled it won’t sit by 
while Turkey routs his troops 
now. 

The fighting has also pushed 
nearly 1 million Syrian civil- 
ians toward Turkey. Erdogan 
responded by opening Tur- 
key’s gateway to Europe in an 
apparent bid to persuade the 
West to offer more support to 
Ankara. 


Just before sitting down 
with Erdogan, Putin dis- 
cussed the situation in Idlib 
with European Council head 
Charles Michel who met the 
Turkish president in Ankara 
on Wednesday. The Kremlin 
said Michel informed Pu- 
tin about the EU’s efforts to 
block the flow of migrants. 

Putin offered Erdogan his 
condolences over Turkish 
losses in a Syrian airstrike, 
but noted that Syrian troops 
also suffered heavy losses. 
Another Turkish soldier was 
killed in an attack in Idlib 
Thursday, raising the num- 
ber of Turkish soldiers killed 
since the beginning of Febru- 
ary to 59. 

“The world’s eyes are on 
us,” Erdogan had said. “The 
steps we will take, the right 
decisions we will take here 
today will help ease (con- 
cerns in) the region and our 
countries.” 

After Turkey had downed 
several Syrian jets, Mos- 
cow warned Ankara that its 


aircraft would be unsafe if 
they enter Syrian airspace — a 
veiled threat to engage Rus- 
sian military assets in Syria. 

Russian warplanes based in 
Syria have provided air cover 
for Assad’s offensive in Idlib. 

Opposition activists in Idlib 
blamed Russian aircraft for 
Thursday’s strike on a reb- 
el-held village which they 
said killed at least 15 peo- 
ple, including children, and 
wounded several others. The 
Russian military had no im- 
mediate comment on the 
claim, but it has staunchly de- 
nied similar previous claims 
insisting it hasn’t targeted 
residential areas. 

The fighting in Idlib is 
the most severe test of Rus- 
sia-Turkey ties since the 
crisis triggered by Turkey’s 
downing of a Russian war- 
plane near the Syrian border 
in November 2015. Russia 
responded then with an array 
of sweeping economic sanc- 
tions, cutting the flow of its 
tourists to Turkey and ban- 


ning most Turkish exports — a 
punishment that eventually 
forced Turkey to back off and 
offer apologies. 

Turkey can’t afford a replay 
of that costly crisis, far less a 
military conflict with a nucle- 
ar power, but it has a strong 
position to bargain with. 
Moscow needs Ankara as a 
partner in a Syrian settlement 
and Russia’s supply routes 
for its forces in Syria lie 
through the Turkish Straits. 

Moscow also hopes to use 
Ankara in its standoff with 
the West. Last year, Turkey 
became the first NATO coun- 
try to take delivery of sophis- 
ticated Russian air defense 
missile systems, angering the 
United States. Turkey has 
put its deployment on hold, 
however, amid the crisis in 
Idlib. 

The talks in Moscow mark 
the 10th meeting in just over 
a year between Putin and Er- 
dogan, who call each other 
“dear friend” and have pol- 
ished a fine art of bargaining.
